The salary law has saved this 
county $10,000 or $15,000 and Washoe 
is satisfied with it.

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PROBABLE SUICIDE. 


Joseph Clow Found Dead in His Bed 
at Gecker’s Saloon. 


Last evening at 7 o’clock John 
Wulff, barkeeper at Charley Becker's 
saloon, on Commercial Row, went up 


stairs to awaken Joe Clow, who had 
retired to his room over the saloon 
yesterday morning about 9 o'clock. 
After rapping at the door several times 
and getting no answer, Wulff climbed 
up and looking below over the transem, 
saw Clow on the bed lying face down- 
ward. He climbed over the transom 
and discovered that Clow was dead. 
Wulff immediately notified under- 
taker Sanders, who with the 
assistance of Coroner Dickens 
removed the remains to the Morgue. 
Upon searching the room Wulff found 
several pieces of wrapping paper un- 
der the bed, together with a cork. 
One of the pieces was marked “strych- 
nine.“ He also found a small bottle 
behind the wash-board on the stand 
about half full of the deadly drug. 
The supposition is that Clio com 
mitted suicide. He came to the town 
about the first of the month and since 
that time he has been drinking quite 
hard. He was an industrious man and 
usually temperate in all his habits. 
He worked for Barney Clow for 7 or 8 
years, but is no relative whatever" 
Clow has been employed for several 
months past on the Bidleman ranch 
at Clark’s station. No reason canjbe 
assigned for his rash act. Deceased 
was about 50 years of age and un- 
married. He has a brother living at 
Eureka.
